The  Welfare  Committee 
and  the  USDA  Club  have  made 
it  possible  for  an  employee 
to  save  $1.^5  per  month  on 
hospitalization. 

Civilians  outside  the 
USDA  Club  are  charged 
$3.50  per  month  for  the 
same  policy.  Savings  on 
policies  for  an  employee 
and  spouse,  children,  etc., 
are  in  proportion. 

This  price  is  available 
to  members  of  the  USDA 
Club  at  all  times. 

Jack  Gallion,  represen- 
tative of  the  Guardian  In- 
ternational Life  Insurance 
Company,  through  which  the 
Club  is  dealing,  has  con- 
tacted most  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  Dallas . 

Mr.  Gallion  states: 

"I  wish  to  thank  the  en- 
tire personnel  of  the  USDA 
Club  for  their  cooperation 
and  especially  I appre- 
ciate the  wonderful  as- 
sistance from  section 
heads  and  their  assislants.

Of  the  six  thousand 
tenant  purchase  loans 
made  in  Texas  under  the 
Bankhead-Jones  Act  one- 
third  ha.ve  been  paid 
off  and  are  now  owned 
free  of  debt  by  former 
tenant  families. 

A part  of  the  pro- 
gram will  include  ra- 
dio interviews  of  suc- 
cessful farmers  and 
awarding  of  prizes  for 
outstanding  accomplish- 
ments with  their  crons. 


COMMUNITY  CHEST  DRIVE 
BEGINS  FALL  CAMPAIGN 

The  Community  Chest 
which  comprises  35 
health  and  welfare 
agencies  in  one  fund 
raising  campaign,  is 
now  ready  for  fall 
contributions . 

Mr.  John  ¥.  Bolish, 
Area  Personnel  Officer, 
has  been  designated  to 
coordinate  the  Community 
Chest  Drive  among  the 
PMA  offices  in  Dallas. 

This  year's  slogan 
is  GIVE  A DAI’S  PAY— 
IT’S  THE  AMERICAN  WAY! 
One  day' s pay  is  3/10 
of  1%  of  annual  income. 

Who  of  us  would  hard- 
ly miss  this  amount 
which  goes  to  help  those 
less  fortunate?  Commu- 
nity Chest  agencies  deal 
with  people  who  need 
help. 

Gifts  may  be  spread 
over  two  or  three  pay- 
days. Also  remember 
that  your  gift  is  split 
35  ways. 

Cost  of  the  Community 
Chest’s  year  round  opera' 
tions  is  7.5$.  This 
means  that  92  cents  of 
every  dollar  goes  to  the 
agency.  Campaign  ex- 
penses are  in  the  7«5n* 


STABILIZATION  IS  AN  INVESTMENT 
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Except  for  the  potato  program,  losses  of  which  are 
now  being  sharply  curtailed,  a true  balance  sheet  of  the 
farm  price  support  program  shows  negligible  losses,  ac- 
cording to  Harold  D.  Cooley,  member  of  Congress  from 
North  Carolina  and  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on 
Agriculture. 


All  our  price  supports 
over  17  years  of  the  pro- 
gram aside  from  the  potato 
average  about  $8,000,000 
per  year. 

For  this  investment, 
we’ve  not  only  stabiliz- 
ed agriculture  but  made 
other  gains  as  well.  Mr. 
Cooley  points  out: 

"We  have  given  away 
five  billion  dollars' 
worth  of  commodities  to 
feed  areas  occupied  by 
our  armed  forces  and  to 
cover..  ECA.  commitments.  , 

We  have  sold  other  com- 
modities abi'oad  at  a 
loss  of  262  millions, 
sometimes  to  compete 
with  other  sellers, 
sometimes  because 
countries  we  wanted  to 
aid  could  not  pay  full 
price. 

More  than  8 90  mil- 
lions in  food  and  other 
commodities  has  been 
distributed  to  our  own 
people  on  relief,  to 
welfare  institutions 
and  to  schools  for  use 
in  children's  lunches. 
Another  103  millions' 
worth  has  been  divert- 
ed to  other  than  stand- 
ard uses  and  to  numer- 
ous programs  of  experi- 
mentation in  search  of 
new  utilizations." 

These  balance  sheet 
entries  were  made  pos- 
sible, Mr.  Cooley 
points  out,  because  we 
made  a 2I4.8  million  dol- 


lar profit  on  cotton 
and  a five  million  dol- 
lar profit  on  tobacco. 


DEFENSE  STANDBY  SETUP 

FORMED  ~F0R  AGRICULTURE 

Standby  machinery  to 
mobolize  the  nation's  food 
and  farm  production  re- 
sources for  defense  have 
been  set  up  by  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  Charles 
F,  Brannan. 

Ralph  S.  Trigg,  head  of 
the  Production-  and  Market- 
ing Administration  will 
have  prime  responsibility 
for  handling  the  job.  He 
will  see  that  the  nation 
is  assured  an  adequate 
supply  of  food  and  that 
farmers  get  the  necessary 
tools  to  raise  the  supply. 

Under  the  new  home front 
mobilization  law  signed 
by  President  Truman  in 
August  the  Agriculture 
Department  is  permitted 
to  establish  priorities 
and  allocations  on  food 
and  fibers,  if  necessary, 
to  insure  efficient  dis- 
tribution.

FROM  SOYBEANS 

IS  DISCOVERED 

"Gelsey".  a new  pro- 
tein  product  made  from  * 
soybean  meal,  has  been 
developed  by  tlie  North- 
ern Regional  'Research 
Laboratory,”  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  and  Indus- 
trial Chemistry. 

Tests  indicate  that 
Gelsey  may  find  wide 
use  in  special  food 
products  such  as  me- 
ringues, ice  creams, 
and  gels. 

The  tests  also  indi- 
cate that  it  is  suit- 
able for  such  nonfood 
uses  as  an  adhesive 
for  sealing  cork  or 
paper  to  metal,  for 
he at- sealing  of  paper 
and  other  packaging 
units,  and  for  prepar- 
ing gummed  paper,  and. 
may  be  used  as  a foam- 
ing agent  in  fire  ex-, 
tinguisbing  prepara- 
tions. 

Trial  runs  by  an 
industrial  company  have 
demonstrated  that  this 
material  is  satisfacto- 
ry for  sealing  the  cork 
liners  in  bottle  caps.

13  Counties  in  Distress  Area 

Due  to  insects,  weather  and  other  factors, 
Texas  195>0  cotton  crop  has  been  estimated  as 
the  smallest  crop  in  20  years. 

Karl  Hunt,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Dallas  Cotton  Exchange,  said  damage  from  wee- 
vils, aggravated  by  !e af worms  and  army  worms, 
has  cut  chances  for  a late  cotton  crop. 


At  the  Board  of  Directors  meet- 
ing for  the  USDA  Club  held  in  Sep- 
tember, it  was  decided  that  USDA 
Club  Membership  cards  should  be 
given  to  all  employees  of  'the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  in  Dallas 
regardless  of  their  appointment, 
whether  temporary  limited,  indefi- 
nite or  permanent. 


Heavy  rains  have  slaved  field  work  and 
stopped  all  applications  of  insecticides  at 
intervals.
